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World Peace 
Talks With 
Russia Fade 


Eisenhower Accuses 
Soviets Of Blocking 
Attempts For Parley 


WASHINGTON (^-President El­ 
senhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles apparently have despaired 
of negotiating major world prob­ 
lems with Russia any time soon 
on a basis acceptable to them. 
The Soviets two days ago re 
buffed the latest invitation from 
the United States, Britain and 
France to attend a foreign minis 
ters’ meeting on Germany and 
Austria. 
The Western powers are due to 
consult today on their next move. 
Informed sources said it was ques 
turnable whether any further bid 
would be sent to the Kremlin. 
The Western governments are 
far more concerned about the im­ 
pact of Moscow’s latest message 
on opinion in France and else­ 
where in western Europe than they 
are about Russia’s behavior in the 
present circumstances. The United 
States in particular has been press­ 
ing for early approval of the pro­ 
jected 
six-nation 
European De 
fense Community (EDC). 
If, for reasons of western Eu 
ropean politics, there is pressure 
to send another message to Mos»- 
cow, it very likely will be sent. 
But if ,as officials here hope, Rus­ 
sian opposition to negotiation about 
Germany or 
anything 
else 
on 
terms acceptable to the West is 
now sufficiently established to pro­ 
mote EDC ratification, then the 
long series of East-West exchanges 
will be dropped. 
President Eisenhower, in an ex­ 
traordinary statement issued yes­ 
terday at his news conference, 
accused the Soviet Union of block­ 
ing all along the line attempts by 
the United States and its allies to 
“get to grips with the Soviet” on 
major world problems. 
He said the Russians’ “negative” 
note had not only rejected a bid 
to a foreign ministers meeting on 
Germany and Austria at Lugano, 
Switzerland, next Monday, but had 
also set up “impossible conditions” 
in a move to “prevent such a con­ 
ference.” 
Putting it another way, the Pres­ 
ident said the Russians showed no 
sign of wanting to get together 
with the Western powers but, on 
the contrary, disclosed “an in­ 
tention to create as many difficul­ 
ties as possible.” 
In the present case, he recalled 
American efforts going back to 
last 
July 
toward 
arranging 
a 
meeting on German unification 
and Austrian independence. He 
mentioned efforts in the United 
Nations to limit arms and restrict 
atomic weapons. He referred to 
negotiations for a Korean political 
conference. 
Overall, 
the 
President 
said, 
peace is the American goal and 
this country will continue to “be 
ready to discuss any issue with 
the Soviet under conditions which 
provide a clear and dependable 
basis for agreement.” 
That no such basis exists now 
has been fully demonstrated by 
the exchange of notes over Ger­ 
many. The latest Russian note at­ 
tacked the whole Western defense 
system and the EDC particularly. 
Under EDC West Germany would 
be rearmed. 
The position of the United States, 
Britain and France is that Russia 
should agree to unification of Ger­ 
many without killing EDC because 
they argue, the defense organiza­ 
tion would strengthen European 
stability and peace. 
Every Moscow paper spread ac­ 
counts of the Russian reply over 
a full page. The reply reiterated 
the Soviet demand for a big five 
conference, including Communist 
China, which would be designed to 
ease world tensions. There would 
be separate talks, without China, 
about Germany.

with heat. The resulting positively 
charged proton is started through 
the tube with a modest 30,000-volt 
jolt of electricity. 
First the proton passes through a 
very thin sheet of aluminum, from 
which it picks up two negative 
electrons and thus becomes nega­ 
tively charged. 
Further down the tube is a sec­ 
ond sheet of aluminum bearing a 
half-million volt positive charge. 
The negative particle is attracted 
to this positive surface with a half- 
million volt burst of speed. 
As it goes through the second 
aluminum sheet it is robbed of its 
two electrons and becomes positive 
again. Because the second alumi­ 
num sheet and the particle now are 
both positive, the particle is re­ 
pelled. Already traveling at a half­ 
million volt clip, it picks up anoth­ 
er half-million volts of energy be­ 
cause of the repulsion. Then it 
bangs into a target at the tube out­ 
let with a total energy of a million 
volts. 
Technically called a charge ex­ 
change accelerator, the new gad­ 
get already has shown its builders 
some new things about electrical 
circuits and has pointed the way 
toward new uses for plastics in 
electrical insulation, Dr. Woedyard 
said.

One of these days the American team of per­ 
suaders will talk with the 22 Yank prisoners 
who have expressed a preference to stay with 
the Reds. It is a task that requires extreme 
delicacy. 
Our boys remaining behind are mentally 
sick and badly frightened. They’re in the middle 
of a bad situation and don’t know which way 
to turn, all exits seem blocked and their think­ 
ing is clouded. 
The suffering and torture a prisoner goes 
through is enough without the additional worries 
and troubles these boys have had. 
Their minds have been worked on by a num­ 
ber of forces until the fog is so thick they 
can’t think for themselves. 
Battle fatigue and the strain of being under 
fire has had an influence bn many a soldier 
and perhaps these boys suffered that. Then as 
posts were overrun and capture or death in­ 
evitable, the terrible mental strain of wondering 
just "how long’’ and "what next” began to 
work on them. 
What terrible events happened to them as 
prisoners one can’t even imagine. But knowing 
the Chinese Reds are barbarians there un­ 
doubtedly was torture and enforced signing of 
confessions. 
Then came the lectures on Communism. The 
human body can stand just so much and finally 
in a spin they declined to return home. 
Life may have eased up for them then but 
when the fighting ended and they were put on 
the list to be interviewed the pressure started 
again. But the latest pressure they’ve endured 
has been worse. 
Already mixed up, they now are under guard 
of their own buddies, three traitors who rank 
right along with the other Red leaders as 
war criminals. Fear again has taken hold of 
them and again they’re just hanging on—longing 
to return to the home they vaguely remember 
but not knowing whether it still exists or what 
awaits them on the American side of the line. 
Our interviewers will need to be men who 
can combine the qualities of mother, minister 
and doctor and will work easily on these poor 
souls, not frightening them or showing undue 
force. 
If the reports that have sifted back to our 
forces are true, that all but 3 of the 22 would 
come home if they had a chance or knew the 
true facts, then get ready the welcome mats. 
They’ll make it. 
Those who remain behind will soon lose their 
high positions with the Reds and will learn the 
hard way about Communism and life in a 
totalitarian countrv. 


Tax Cuts Are Certain 
As the days roll by, the budgetary problems 
mount up and by the time Congress reconvenes 
in January it will have its hands full with just 
money problems. 
Expiration of the excess profits tax Jan. I 
brings some tax relief to corporations now in 
the excess profits category—at a revenue loss 
to the Treasury of about two billion dollars 
annually. 
Another two billion dollar loss would occur 
if the scheduled cut in the regular corporation 
income tax rate takes effect next April I. In 
the Revenue Act of 1951, Congress increased 
corporation income* tax rates from 25 to 30 
per cent on the first $25,000 and from 47 to 
52 per cent on the remainder of regular income. 
At the same time the excess profits rate was 
boosted from 77 to 82 per cent. 
After a battle in Congress this year, the ex­ 
cess profits tax was continued until Jan. I. 
The regular tax rate was to be reduced automat­ 
ically to the old 47 per cent figure April I. 
President Eisenhower has asked that the 52 
per cent rate be continued for the present 
acknowledging that it "is too high for the long 
run." He said, "The budget will not now per­ 
mit a reduction in both individual and regular 
corporate tax rates. A reduction in individual 
taxes must come first, for the benefit of the 
entire economy." 
The reduction in the individual income tax 
rate which goes into effect Jan. I will cut the 
Treasury’s revenue by three billion dollars. 
Republican leaders in

want 
to 
avoid the ^kind of open battle that occurred 
last session when the excess profits tax was 
extended. 
It seems doubtful that the full 5 per cent 
drop to 47 per cent will be permitted with some 
congressmen mentioning the possibility of a 
compromise at about 50 per cent. 
It isn’t likely to be settled too peacefully and 
of course not entirely satisfactorily, but one 
thing is certain; There will be some tax relief 
to individuals and corporations in 1954.

They want to know whether the 
family owns a radio or television 
or does the child have a room to 
itse lf for study. 
They do not ask whether the 
child tries to accumulate informa­ 
tion while the radio blares forth 
the many parodies on "Dragnet," 
or while "The Shadow" scares the 
daylights out of adults. The chil­ 
dren seem never to be frightened 
by anything over the radio. 


I HAVE NEVER been able to 
understand how the children can 
remember what they study to the 
accompaniment of the radio, but 
it has been explained to me by 
my infants that times have chang­ 
ed and that I am very old. That 
is why I cannot read Suetonius 
while listening to “Gangbusters." 
So the questionnaire goes on to 
ask the parent what language he 
speaks besides English, w h i c h 
may be important if the school 
really wants to teach English as a 
beautiful language, capable of pre­ 
cise expression. In that respect, 
times have, indeed, changed. 
My own experience is that I 
came from a multi-lingual home in 
which English was a second langu­ 
age, rarely spoken by the adults, 
but somehow most of us managed 
to get good marks in English while 
not altogether forgetting o t h e r 
tongues. 
Then we go down to this ques­ 
tion: “Do you study to improve 
your present income?" Maybe this 
is designed to discover whether 
the child has a nervous parent. 


PERHAPS ONE DAY a Ph.D 
will do a research on which months 
of the year produce the most nerv­ 
ous parents. Probably March will 
show up as the worst month and 
March 15 as the very worst day 
of the very worst month. 
I know that I get the jitters 


along the beginning of March. It is 
during March that it is dangerous 
for my children to ask me whether 
it is true that Toscanini likes Jazz 
and whether Stalin was shorter 
than Tom Dewey. 
Perhaps another reason for this 
question is to determine whether 
the parent is one of those old­ 
fashioned Americans who suffers 
from the ancient ambition of try­ 
ing to improve his lot by hard 
work. 


SUCH PARENTS are behind the 
times. The modern man takes sen­ 
iority as a guiding rule and hopes 
that if an yth in g goes wrong, the 
government will come to his res­ 
cue with a subsidy. 
Also, there are pensions. Why 
push out of line and em barrass 
the neighbors? 
One of the most astonishing ques­ 
tions asked of these Rahway par­ 
ents is "How many bathrooms in 
your home?" 
They do not ask whether they 
are used often. Nor do they ask 
whether the bath towels match the 
tiles or is there a two-tone effect. 
Why would they want to know 
about the bathrooms? And how 
can it assist in formulating a 
course of study for the child, un­ 
less he is to become a tenor who 
sings in his bath. Or maybe who­ 
ever drew up the questionnaire is 
of an .ancient vintage, remember­ 
ing that the old outhouse wa& a 
sort of library in which the Sears 
Roebuck catalogue was kept to im­ 
prove one’s English. 
Today, youth prefers Kinsey’s 
report on how wicked the parents 
are, most of whom, particularly 
the mothers, ought to be in jail 
anyhow. 


I AM TERRIBLY puzzled by 
that bathroom question because I 
cannot discover its relationship to 
home economics. But a guide to it 
is the very last question, No. 25, 
which wants to know whether you 
own an automobile, what year, and 
how many. 
The purpose of all these ques-' 
tions is to "provide the best educa­ 
tional program for your children," 
But what has the year of your car 
to do with that? 
Suppose you own a model T 
Ford, does that mean that the 
child is a dope? Johann Sebastian 
Bach’s father never even heard of 
an automobile; yet, Johann did 
not badly at all.

Millions of these women are un­ 
ion members—3,500.000, in fact— 
and wives of union members. The 
belief is most of them voted Re­ 
publican last year. 
Labor’s researchers and political 
organizers, including an attractive 
lady from California named Esther j 
Murray, now realize that they lost 
their own "working class’* wives 
to General Eisenhower last time, 
and so lost the vast prestige they 
had in the White House for 20 
years. 


ESTHER 
MURRAY, 
who has 
been a sort of roving India Ed­ 
wards for the CIO Political Action 
Committee, has discovered that, 
"There is no speech on record 
given by Gen. Eisenhower that 
does not have some place in it a 
specific appeal to women. . .’’ 
Analysis of the Eisenhower vote 
by experts reveals that more than 
half the total vote for Ike was 
cast by women, and that 4,000,000 
of his 5,000.000 vote majority were 
thrown him by women. 
The distaff side has had its say 
in local elections, too. In N e w 
York, angered by dirty streets, 
criminal violence and unlit avenues 
and a creaking school system, the 
women came out in droves to vote 
in an otherwise very quiet primary 
day balloting. They cast the ma­ 
jority of votes. It was unheard of. 
Result of the Republican aware­ 
ness of this feminine influence has 
been the unprecedented number 
of appointments of women by Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower. 


HE NAMED one to his cabinet, 
two as ambassadors, several to 
vital international posts and 
20 
others to high Washington jobs. 
Now the labor leagues* strateg­ 
ists are trying to cut in on the 
ladies’ votes. To win, they must 
do this within a year. 
There are at least 1,500,000 more 
women eligible to vote than there 
are men. And there are 19,000,000 
working women, who make up a 
third of the labor force—and there­ 
fore are considered a terrific po­ 
litical objective. 
Furthermore, the 3,000,000 wom­ 
en who are union members (rang­ 


ing all the way from steelworkers 
to opera stars, make up about 16 
per cent of the total union member­ 
ship. They can be reached easily 
since they are, for the most part, 
concentrated in the big city cen­ 
ters. 
In fact, there are more women 
than male voters in every major 
industrial center in America. 


BUT REACHING them and con­ 
vincing them is not automatically 
the same. The lady may prove 
stubborn. 
First, she has been ignored until 
recently 
by 
labor’s 
political 
strategists. There are no women 
on the high command boards of 
the AFL and CIO. 
There is only one important fe­ 
male vice-president in all of the 
175 major national and interna­ 
tional unions of the U.S. She’s 
Gladys Dickason, vice-president of 
the CIO’s Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers Union. 
Even if there were more women 
in high labor places-, they might 
have had little influence on work­ 
ing women and "working class" 
wives. 
The CIO has found most ladies 
“are 
conservative 
by 
tem pera­ 
ment and when women vote, the 
natural tendency is to support the 
status quo.” 


DURING THIS PAST national 
campaign, the CIO’s Esther Mur­ 
ray telephoned scores of CIO mem- 


I hers* wives on a Saturday morn­ 
ing. Mrs. Murray congratulated 
them for registering to vote. She 
told t h e m that the CIO 
r e c ­ 
ommended Adlai Stevenson. 
But 
Mrs. Murray reported not so long 
ago, "Over and over I got back: 
‘Stevenson? Yes, I know my hus­ 
band likes Stevenson, but I like 
Ike.’ 
"And one woman said to me: 
‘Stevenson? Who is Stevenson? Is 
he the other candidate for presi­ 
dent?’ 
"This was a CIO wife.** 


MRS. MURRAY c o n c l u d e s . 
"There is no other body of people 
organized in America with suffici­ 
ent leadership and sufficient fi­ 
nancing” to go after the women. 
"Only the CIO has the peculiar 
organization and mechanism to do 
this job. The Democratic party 
doesn’t have it. . . The AFL doesn’t 
have the social program. Only CIO, 
organized in America today, has

2. Give the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission greater discretion in the 
exchange of atomic and thermonu­ 
clear information. This is strictly 
limited by the .act, though it is 
subject to various interpretations. 
3. Liberalize the rigid patent 
system that now governs all devel­ 
opments in this field so that private 
industry will have greater incen­ 
tives to put its dollars, manpower 
and brains into these projects. 
4. Revise the security system so 
that it is not necessary to get or 
evade the high ‘Q’ clearance for 
laborers on atomic energy pro­ 
jects. 
5. Remove certain technicalities 
in the act in order to remove any 
doubt that 'violations of the law 
cover not only the atomic energy 
program but the thermonuclear 
(hydrogen bomb) program as well.

• The balk rule came in for con­ 
siderable revision yesterday as the 
baseball rules committee, a nine 
man group representing the majors i 
and the minors, ended-its first re­ 
writing session in more than two 
years. 
Under the new rule a batter 
who hits a pitch cm which a balk 
has been committed has the choice 
of taking the balk called on the 
pitcher or the result of his swing. 
In the past the ball was dead 
as soon as the balk was called 
by the umpire. The runners could; 
advance only one base and the 
batter had to resume his place 
at the plate. In case the pitch is 
wild after a balk is called runners 
may advance as much as they can 


safely. On a fourth ball the batter 
can take the bast on balls.

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Republicans Jolted Tuesday 
Administration’s Real Test Due In ’54 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON OU—When Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower endorsed ail Re­ 
publican candidates in Tuesday’s 
elections, some political experts 
said the results would show how 
the voters feel about his adminis­ 
tration. 
The results, mostly victories for 
, the Democrats, probably showed 
no such thing although Democrats 
crowed 
and 
some 
Republicans 
moaned. The real test for the ad-j 
^ministration will come in the 1954' 
elections for control of Congress. 
To suggest Eisenhower was the 
issue in Tuesday’s elections is to 
ignore three main points: the kind 
of endorsement he gave his party’s 
candidates; 
voters' 
independent 
judgment, and local political is­ 
sues, including scandals. 
Eisenhower backed his party’s 
candidates only in general. He did 
not directly endorse, by name or 
record, a single Republican can­ 
didate. 
A voter could not be expected to 
close his eyes to the issues and the 
character and promises of the can­ 
didates and vote Republican simply 
because Eisenhower said he want­ 
ed 
Republicans 
elected. 
There 
were plenty of local issues. 
The election results, which cer­ 
tainly jolted tile Republicans, may 
benefit the country as a whole. 
Fear of the same treatm ent in 
next year’s congressional elections 
may spur the Republicans into 
more 
activity 
in 
Congress and 
more leadership in the adminis­ 
tration. 
Eisenhower, at his news confer-; 
ence yesterday, made it clear he 
expects his administration to be; 
judged more by what it does next; 
year than by what it produced this 
year. He repeated what he has said 
before: 
He hopes that the record of ac­ 
complishments by his administra­ 
tion in 1954 will bring the Republi­ 
cans victory at the polls next No­ 
vember and continue them in con­ 
trol of Congress. 
The Democratic victory in Vir­ 
ginia’s race for governor not only 
was expected—it would have been 
a sensation if the result had been 
otherwise. The Democratic organ­ 
ization in Virginia, headed by Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd, is probably the 
best entrenched in the nation. 
Democrat Robert F. Wagner Jr. 
won the New York City mayor’s 
job in a landslide after a campaign 
jammed 
with 
conflicts, 
issues, 
promises. 
New York City traditionally has 
been Democratic. Besides being 
the son of a famous father—the j 
late senator for whom he is named 
—young Wagner had formidable 
backing: 
Tammany 
Hall; 
New! 
York Democrats like Sen. Herbert ; 
Lehman, Averell Harriman and 
Rep. Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. 
and national-scene Democrats like 
former President Truman and Ad- 
lai 
Stevenson, 
the 
party’s 1952 
presidential nominee. 


In addition, Wagner was helped 
by a scandal in the state Republi­ 
can administration over convicted 
racketeer Joey Fay. 
Fay also figured in the New Jer­ 
sey gubernatorial e l e c t i o n , in 
which Democrat Robert B. Mey- 
ner 
beat 
Republican 
Paul 
L. 
Troast. This race, dull at the start, 
picked up steam when it was 
learned Troast had asked New 
York’s Gov. Thomas E. Dewey for 
clemency for Fay. But the Repub­ 
licans retained control of the New 
Jersey Legislature. 
The real shock for the Republi­ 
cans came in New Jersey’s 6th 
congressional district race, won by 
Democrat Harrison A. Williams 
Jr. He won by 2,000 votes in a dis­ 


trict which went Republican by 
54.000 votes in 1952. The Demo­ 
crats themselves thought so poorly 
of 
Williams’ 
chances 
that 
the 
House Campaign Committee didn’t 
send in any money to help him. 
Onl^ a month ago the Republi­ 
cans ’suffered a similar shock in 
Wisconsin’s 9th congressional dis­ 
trict. which had never gone Demo­ 
cratic before. The Democrat who 
won made promises while the Re­ 
publican candidate generally stood 
on Eisenhower’s record. 
In that farm belt district Eisen­ 
hower may have been an issue, 
truly, for the election gave farmers 
a chance to show any dissatisfac­ 
tion 
with 
Eisenhower’s 
f a r m 
policy.

Employers May Pay 
Less In New Rates 


An increase of $2 in the maxi­ 
mum weekly amount allowed un­ 
employed workers and new lo w 
contribution rates for 
employers 
are the chief results of a new 
amendment to the federal unem­ 
ployment compensation tax a c t 
With the amended law in effect, 
Ernest Cornell, state BUC admin­ 
istrator, said the worker who earn­ 
ed as much as 3731 in any one cal­ 
endar quarter, averaging about $57 
weekly, may draw the maximum 
of $30 weekly in benefits. 
Under the old law, the ceiling in 
earnings was $671, which allowed 
a weekly benefit of $28, he said. 
Two avenues of tax relief are 
open under the provisions of the 
amended act pertaining to contri­ 
butions, Cornell explained. 
Changes in the experience rating 
system make it possible for em­ 
ployers with the most favorable 
employment experience to pay as 
little as one tenth of I per cent of 
their total takable payroll. T h e 
previous low rate was three-tenths 
of I per cent. 
Crediting the interest earned on 
Ohio’s half billion dollar unem­ 
ployment compensation fund to the 
accounts of more than 84,000 liable 
employers, increasing their credit 
balances in the fund and aiding 
them in obtaining a lower rate are 
other means, he added.

An increase of $2 in the maxi­ 
mum weekly amount allowed un­ 
employed workers and new l o w 
contribution rates for 
employers 
are the chief results of a new 
amendment to the federal unem­ 
ployment compensation tax a ct 
With the amended law in effect, 
Ernest Cornell, state BUC admin­ 
istrator, said the worker who earn­ 
ed as much as $731 in any one cal­ 
endar quarter, averaging about $57 
weekly, may draw the maximum 
of $30 weekly in benefits. 
Under the old law, the ceiling in 
earnings was $671, which allowed 
a weekly benefit of $28, he said. 
Two avenues of tax relief are 
open under the provisions of the 
amended act pertaining to contri­ 
butions, Cornell explained. 
Changes in the experience rating 
system make it possible for em­ 
ployers with the most favorable 
employment experience to pay as 
little as one tenth of I per cent of 
their total takable payroll. T h e 
previous low rate was three-tenths 
of I per cent.
